HIGH  SCHOOL  TUITION  RATES 

This  year  has  seen  a  decrease  in  both  Dalton  and  Pitts- 
field Senior  High  School  tuition  costs  while  the  Pittsfield  Jun- 
ior High  School  has  taken  a  sharp  advance.  Dalton's  has  been 
reduced  from  $104  to  $102.56  or  $1.44;  Pittsfield  Senior  High 
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School's  has  gone  down  from  $107.  to  $100.63,  a  reduction  of 
$6.37 ;  while  Pittsfield  Junior  High  School's  has  gone  up  from 
$85.89  to  $92.85,  an  increase  of  $6.96.  Vocational  School  is 
$100.  There  is  no  tuition  charge  at  St.  Joseph's  Parochial 
High  School.

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PLANT 

The  work  of  remodeling  the  school  begun  in  December  of 
1936  progressed  to  the  extent  of  refmishing  all  of  the  desks 
in  the  building.  Many  were  worn  and  pitted  to  such  an  extent 
that  writing  legibly  on  them  was  impossible.  Dalton  High 
School  kindly  lent  us  a  sander,  without  charge,  and  Robert 
Keiper  did  the  work.  Since  1936  we  have  redecorated  the  in- 
terior of  the  building,  rearranged  the  heating  plants  and  seats, 
repainted  the  exterior,  erected  a  new  flagpole,  and  sanded  all 
desks.  We  still  have  two  important  jobs  to  do;  the  piping  of 
water  into  the  building,  and  the  installation  of  modern  toilets. 
If  we  can  achieve  these  two  goals  by  1940  we  can  well  be  proud 
of  these  five  years  of  progress. 

TEXTBOOKS 

Our  textbooks  are  being  kept  up  to  date.  Worn  ones  are 
replaced  and  new  and  better  ones  adopted  when  the  old  are 
worn  out.  Teachers  and  pupils  take  good  care  of  their  books. 
1938  saw  our  first  library  appropriation,  $15.  This  was  spent 
in  beginning  an  annual  policy  of  building  up  a  suitable  collec- 
tion of  books  for  the  pup±ls  of  the  town.  Outstanding  needs  are 
one  unabridged  dictionary,  more  dictionaries  for  the  upper 
grades,  new  histories  for  grade  eight,  United  States  History 
maps,  a  large  globe,  and  a  first  class  set  of  encyclopedias.  This 
latter  item  is  particularly  important  since  it  can  be  used  not 
only  by  the  children  of  the  Valley  School  but  by  our  high  school 
pupils  as  well.  To-day  much  of  the  emphasis  in  high  school 
work  is  on  individual  reference  work  by  the  pupils.  Dalton 
and  Pittsfield  children  may  make  full  use  of  the  town  and  city 
libraries.  Washington  children  however  have  no  such  oppor- 
tunity for  they  must  leave  for  their  homes  on  busses  as  soon 
as  school  is  over.  As  a  matter  of  fact  they  are  not  even  able 
to  use  the  Dalton  Library  at  noontime  since  it  is  closed  during 
that  hour.  Therefore  the  purchase  of  a  large,  complete,  up-to- 
date  encyclopedia  would  be  of  great  value  to  all  of  the  school 
children  of  the  town  for  a  period  of  years. 

We  do  not  have  to  purchase  all  of  the  above  items  at  once. 
If  we  purchase  one  or  more  per  year  it  will  be  only  a  few  years 
before  we  have  a  well-equipped  school  at  a  small  annual  cost 
to  the  taxpayers. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE  .

My  dear  Mr.  Morgan: 

We  submit  the  following  report  of  health  work  done  in 
the  Washington  school  in  1938. 

The  usual  routine  home  and  school  health  supervision  has 
been  given,  the  aim  being  to  assist  in  obtaining  the  correction 
of  physical  defects,  the  control  of  communicable  disease  and 
the  maintenance  of  general  physical  well-being  of  the  children. 

The  incidence  of  communicable  disease  has  been  very  low 
with  only  a  little  whooping  cough  and  chicken  pox  during  the 
year.  The  greatest  cause  of  absence  has  been  the  so-called 
"common  cold"  of  which  we  seem  to  have  a  great  deal. 

An  itemized  summary  of  the  annual  physical  examinations 
appears  below.  Corrections  come  very  slowly,  due  probably 
to  economic  conditions.

In  the  spring  the  hearing  of  the  children  was  tested  with 
an  audiometer  which  was  loaned  by  the  State  Division  of  Child 
Hygiene  for  demonstration  purposes.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  town  of  Washington  for  the  period  from  November  28,  1937  to 
December  14,  1938,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44, 
General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Her- 
man B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Washington  for  the  period  from  No- 
vember 28,  1937,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  December  14,  1938, 
and  submit  the  following  report  thereon : 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  in  the  books  of  the  several 
departments  collecting  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or  sending  out 
bills  for  collection,  were  examined,  checked,  and  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  departmental  records  of 
payments  to  the  treasurer  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was 
paid  into  the  treasury,  while  the  payments  were  checked  with  the  orders 
of  the  selectmen.  The  cash  book  was  footed,  and  the  cash  balance  on 
December  14,  1938,  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office 
and  by  a  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  received 
from  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  tax  title  deeds  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  were  listed  and 
checked  with  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer  and  the  collector. 

It  was  noted  that  on  the  audit  date  the  expenditures  for  Chapter 
81  and  Chapter  90  highway  projects  exceeded  the  amount  available  by 
$7,985.59.  Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  expenditures  for  highway 
projects  carried  on  by  the  town  in  conjunction  with  the  State  and  Lounty 
may  not  exceed  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  appropriations  voted  by  the 
town,  together  with  the  amounts  actually  received  on  account  of  allot- 
ments, vvhenever  the  reimbursements  from  the  State  and  County  are 
not  received  in  time  to  provide  funds  for  payment  of  pay-rolls,  etc.,  tem- 
porary loans  under  the  provisions  of  Section  6A,  Chapter  44,  General 
Laws,  may  be  issued  by  the  treasurer. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  taxes  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination 
were  audited,  and  all  subsequent  commitments  were  added  and  proved 
w.tn  the  assessors'  warrants.  The  recorded  collections  were  checked, 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  the  abatements  as  recorded 
were  compared  with  the  assessors'  record  of  abatements  granted,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved.  The  outstanding  accounts 
were  further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose 
names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the 
replies  received  it  appears  that  the  outstanding  accounts,  as  listed,  are 
correct. 

The  computation  of  the  tax  rate  by  the  assessors  was  checked,  and  it 
was  noted  that  the  amount  estimated  to  be  received  from  sources  other 
than  taxation  in  the  determination  of  the  1937  tax  rate  exceeded  the 
amounts  actually  received  by  $485.68.  Vvhen  fixing  the  tax  rate,  care- 
ful attention  should  be  given  to  the  amounts  estimated  to  be  received 
from  sources  other  than  taxation,  for  a  deficit  in  this  account  has  an 
unfavorable  effect  upon  the  surplus  revenue  of  the  town. 

The  receipts  for  licenses  granted  by  the  selectmen  were  checked  with 
the  record  of  Lcenses  issued  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  veri- 
fied. The  surety  bonds  filed  with  the  town  by  individuals  to  whom  liquor 
licenses  were  granted  were  examined  and  checked. 
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The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officers  required  to  furnish  them  were 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  receipts  of  the  town  clerk  for  dog  and  sporting  licenses  were 
checked  with  the  record  of  licenses  issued.  The  payments  to  the  Division 
of  Fisheries  and  Game  and  to  the  town  treasurer  were  verified  and  the 
cash  on  hand  was  proved  by  actual  count. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  were  examined. 
The  receipts  were  checked  with  the  record  of  work  done  and  the  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  records  of  accounts  receivable  in  the  public  welfare  department 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  departmental  records  of  charges  were 
analyzed,  the  recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer,  the  abatements  and  disallowances  were  checked,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

Ledger  accounts  were  compiled,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  ap- 
pended to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of 
the  town  on  December  14,  1938.  Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to 
the  balance  sheet,  are  tables  showing  the  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's 
cash  and  summaries  of  the  tax  and  departmental  accounts. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  co-operation  was  received  from 
the  several  town  officials,  for  which  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for 
myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

SCHOOL  BUILDING 

At  the  present  time  our  seating  accommodations  are  in- 
adequate to  take  care  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  children. 
Both  teachers  are  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  space. 

To  describe  in  detail  the  building  needs  of  the  town  would 
be  superfluous  inasmuch  as  former  superintendents  have 
brought  such  needs  to  the  attention  of  the  townspeople  on  a 
number  of  occasions.  The  Washington  educational  plant  is 
far  below  accepted  standards  but  undoubtedly  the  situation 
will  be  adequately  remedied  when  town  finances  and  public 
opinion  warrant  action. 
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EQUIPMENT 

In  another  two  years  all  our  textbooks  will  be  up  to  date 
ones.  During  the  past  year  new  histories  and  a  set  of  Modern 
Wonder  Books  were  bought  for  grades  seven  and  eight.  In 
addition  a  set  of  Encyclopedias,  a  map  and  a  globe  were  pur- 
chased. At  the  present  time  we  need  new  music  books.  With 
a  few  additional  purchases  our  textbook  situation  will  com- 
pare very  favorably  with  that  of  other  schools.

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  health  work  done 
in  Washington  for  1939. 

The  usual  physical  examinations  were  made  by  the  phy- 
sician, assisted  by  the  nurse  in  the  fall.  Defective  tonsils  and 
teeth  again  head  the  list  of  defects.  We  are  glad  to  report 
the  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  in  one  child  and  the  cor- 
rection of  defective  vision  in  two  children.  Plans  are  being 
made  by  parents  of  several  more  children  for  corrections. 

A  summary  of  the  defects  found  in  the  physical  examina-

Communicable  disease  incidence  has  been  very  low,  with 
a  few  cases  of  measles.

During  the  past  year  drawing  has  been  correlated  with 
many  school  subjects.  The  older  group  work  together  and 
have  made  up  and  arranged  some  very  good  posters.  This 
initiative  ability  is  what  I  try  to  bring  .out.  When  a  child 
takes  home  the  art  lesson  and  builds  up  a  larger  and  more 
complete  project  from  it,  I  feel  that  he  is  getting  something 
worth  while. 

I  wish  to  stress  the  fact  that  it  is  the  freehand  work  and 
free  expression  in  the  lower  grades  that  count.  We  often  have 
this  fact  demonstrated.  For  an  example ;  when  a  child  comes 
from  another  school  where  he  has  not  had  freehand  drawing 
he  finds  it  difficult  because  he  has  not  had  the  right  foundation 
on  which  to  build. 

Drawing  is  a  very  important  subject  in  the  rural  com- 
munity. Handwork  is  being  used  every  day  by  the  parents 
of  the  children  in  school.  Mothers  make  their  children's  clothes, 
fathers  do  the  papering  and  painting,  signs  must  be  printed, 
measuring  done  and  so  on. 

Last  year  one  child  took  an  art  course  at  the  Museum  in 
Pittsfield.  I  only  wish  that  more  children  could  have  this  op- 
portunity for  advancement. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  aided  me 
in  my  work  during  the  past  year.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  town 
of  Washington  for  the  period  from  December  15,  1938  to  December  11, 
1939,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General 
Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B. 
Dine,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  town  of  Washington  for  the  period  from  December  15,  1938,  the 
date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  December  11,  1939,  and  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  thereon. 

The  financial  transactions,  as  entered  on  the  records  of  the  several 
departments  receiving  or  disbursing  town  funds  or  sending  out  bills 
for  collection,  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail. 

Ledger  accounts  were  compiled,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  ap- 
pended to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of 
the  town  on  December  11,  1939. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  required  to  furnish  them  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  were  examined  and  found  to  be 
in  proper  form. 

The  receipts  for  licenses  issued  by  the  selectmen  were  checked  with 
the  records  of  licenses  granted,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  v.  rifled 
and  the  surety  bonds  filed  with  the  town  by  individuals  to  whom  liquor 
licenses  were  granted  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  record  of 
licenses  issued. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  compared  with  the  records  in  tre  depart- 
ments collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  the  other  sources  from 
which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  payments  were 
checked  with  the  selectmen's  orders.  The  cash  bcok  additions  were  veri- 
fied and  the  cash  balance  on  December  11,  1939,  was  proved  by  a  recon- 
ciliation of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  received  from  the  bank. 

The  computation  of  the  tax  rate  by  the  assessors  was  checked,  arid 
it  was  noted  that  an  appropriation  of  $250  from  available  funds  voted  at 
a  special  town  meeting  held  July  24,  1939,  was  not  used  in  the  determina- 
tion of  the  1939  tax  rate.  Attention  is  called  to  Section  15A,  Chapter  41, 
General  Laws,  which  requires  the  town  clerk,  as  scon  as  a  vote  appro- 
priating money  becomes  effective  to  certify  to  the  assessors  each  appro- 
priation in  detail  and  the  provision  made  for  meeting  the  same.  It  is 
essential  that  the  provisions  of  the  above-mentioned  section  be  followed, 
so  that  the  assessors  may  be  enabled  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
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Section  23,  Chapter  59,  General  Laws,  in  computing  the  tax  rate. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  tax  accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  pre- 
vious examination  were  audited,  and  all  subsequent  commitments  were 
added  and  proved  with  the  assessors'  warrants.  The  collections  as  re- 
corded were  checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  the 
abatements  as  recorded  were  compared  with  the  assessors'  record  of 
abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  made  by  sending  notices 
to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing 
money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies  received,  it  appears  that  the 
outstanding  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  tax  title  deeds  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  were  listed  and 
checked  with  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer  and  the  collector. 

The  accounts  of  the  public  welfare  department,  including  the  bureau 
of  old  age  assistance,  were  examined.  The  departmental  records  of 
charges  were  analyzed,  the  recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved. 

The  financial  accounts  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and  checked, 
The  receipts  for  dog  and  sporting  licenses  were  checked  with  the  records 
of  licenses  issued.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  to  the  Division 
of  Fisheries  and  Game  were  verified  and  the  cash  on  hand  December 
11,  1939,  was  proved  by  actual  count. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to  this  report 
tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  cash  and  summaries  of 
the  tax  and  departmental  accounts. 

For  the  co-operation  received  from  the  several  town  officials  while 
engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for 
myself,  to  express  appreciation.
